gjf* The threc-^un.lreil-ilollar clause for 
commutation lor setvice iu the atniy, wo aie 
glad to see, lias not been repealed, end in all 
probability will not be. While there is mnoh 
that might be said both fcr and against it, 
there it no doubt that, its havicg been in ef- 
iect in twelve or thirteen S-ates it would be 
highly ui just and improper to chaise it at 
present. If it was unjust, the injustice h38 
been wreaked upon some States, at;d the stern 
impartiality which should characterizs a gov- 
ernment ought not to change it uq'.H all tbe 
States subj.-ct to the law had cubmittcd 
to the draf!; if, on the o'htr baud, as is 
elaimed, the law is favorable t<> tht; States, and 
the tx.mptiou from the draft for *300 is just 
ly considered by the people of th3,States gen- 
erally, as not ocly according with a custom 
of all nations in war, but as a right due to the 
ltboring population, it having been ex 
tended to the Eistern States, must be 
granted to those of the West and 
Southwest. It, as was and is advo- 
cated, the commutation MM raised n->ove the 
fcMXVthe emu" farmer, MMMMlf a id retail 
merchant in the Wee!, wh9 was able to raise 
the *300, but is uol able, to raise the thousand 
or filiecn hundred, would certainly frel that 
he had been treated with cross i; juJlice. 

It has been ^lso suggested with a great 
appearance of truth that the thrc.-hutdrfcd- 
dollar clause was' favorable to the rich and 
unfavorable to the poor. If so, this over- 
throws all commutation clauses altogether. 
There can be no line drawn. The objection 
will be as strenuous to a thousand dollars as 
to three hundred. The only rule would be 
that all dratted men should serve, no matter 
whether rich or poor. Just here, however, 
conies in oae objectioa : Tae Government 
doesn't want all of the mea subj Ml to the 
draft. While some must go, MkM m3y stay 
at home; and H is jus*, as well for the Gov- 
ernment to draw an extra sum of money from 
oae who can afford to pay it, to be laid out in 
a bounty to those who may volunteer or be 
conscripted and wi>h to letve bounty money 
to eupport their families. This is the true 
way in which commutation money must be 
1 Ud oat. The Governmjnt is understood to 
ta'ic the place of the individual dralted and to 
supply the substitute for him j to act as his 
agent in finding the substitute. 

Another objection, but which lies at the 
base of all substitution, whtthcr by the Gov- 
ernment or by individuals, can be pointed out 
in the case of two or more draft3 — as where 
A and B are both subject to the draft. At 
the first call A is drawn, and provides by 
himself or the Government B as ;i substitute 
for the three years term. Before the expira- 
tion of this term, however, a second draft is 
made, in which B't- name is drawn. .B is al- 
ready in the field. A is released by the sub- 
stitution of Bin the first call, and thus one 
man does serv.ee for two. The point is one 
that cannot be now corrected, and, indeed, 
we hope it is usnecaasary.

At a meeting ef the Chamber ol Commerce 
to-dsv, the followine letter from the Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Navy was read :

This certaiuly looks fair, and is a chillenge 
which, if between the New York Chamber of 
Commerce and the Gcvi-rament, would very 
likely be responded to; but it is, we suppose, a 
simj le advertisement of a willingness on the 
part of the Administration to risk the expense 
of a race against any vessel whose owners 
without remuneration can afford to run it. It 
is the Government against private individuals 
wBo can make more profit in legitimate trade 
than in wasting a month's time or more in 
preparation for a contest. The very foxy Sec- 
retary proposes also to select one of the 
fastest vessels iu the navy to run against 
some ship that may be hastily caught up. 
This is nol fair. The eharee has b-rcu that 
the average cruising vessels of the navy are 
slower than steamers owned by private 
partitf. What is required, is that cruisets 
shall be faster. The only fair t ;st would be 
a naval vessel to ruu against the time of the 
or the Vanderbili. 



How Stands Philadelphia?— It must be 
evident to every one who will give a mo- 
ment's thought to the subject, that the im- 
provement of the navigation of the Ohio will 
do as much for Philadelphia as the Erie canal 
of the Empire State did for its great empo- 
rium, it is not a little surprising that the 
Philadelphiaus, if one may judge from their 
pres«, manifiest so much apatby upon the 
subject.

Railroads.— Thirteen hundred and ninety 
miles of railroad bavc been added to the coin 
pleted roads of the United States, during the 
past year. Of the completed roads 24,927 
miles are in the loyal States, and 8,0:>J miles 
in the States tow in rtbellicn. Pennsylvania 
has 4,071 miles completed and 3,555 com 
menced. Ohio has 4,550 complete, and 3,357 
commenced, which is the largest amount of 
railroad in any State. The total cost of the 
completed roads and their equipment in the 
United Slates is one thousand two hundred 
and sixty-6ix million dollars.

It was a wiee speech, made by Louis the 
Fourteenth in his great struggle, that the last 
gold piece would win; but it will not do to 
trust entirely too much to such maxims. 

A 
nation or a people, cut off entirely from out- 
ward resources may battla de$p3rately on for 
an blmcst indefini.e period. It would be well 
to remember, before building too much up-n 
such hopes es these, that France fought for 
twenty years, during ten of which her credit 
was at nothing against combined Europe 
Tbe monty is the most essential thing in war, 
but revolution and a blind, maddened enthu 
siasm may, for a Jong while, find resources 

undreamed of by the political economist.

Editors: Seme weeks since a man 
living iu this ntighborhocd, by the name of 
George Hall, had his house burnt, as he says, 
by six or eight men, whom he represented as 
guerrillas. These men were seen by no one 
else, aud it is belitved by niiny that they were 
altogether creatures of Hall's iniagicaiion. It 
is strange, Indeed, that such a number of men 
couli ever have passed in and out through a 
thickly-settled country and not be seen by 
others. At any rate HalFs honse was de- 
stroyed, and he cried guerrillas, and the whole 
country sympathized with him in his losses. 
But this Is not all. This man Hull laid his 
case before the military authorities, and 
forthwith a squad of soMiers are detailed to 
notify a large number of peaceable and inno- 
cent people that they must appear at Russell- 
ville and foot the damages. 

Now, sirs, there are several points upon 
which we poor ignorant people would like to 
have light, la the first place, is Kentucky a 
loyal O' disloyal State? If loyal, has a self- 
constituted military board the right to assess 
damages against the citizens thereof without 
giving them a chance to be heard in th>;ir 
own defense? The people in this part of the 
State are all loyal, bavins been required to 
take the oath of allegiance, and are all peace- 
able, and abhor these rebel raids as much as 
the citizens of any portion of the 8tate. We 
deny emphatically knowing anything in re- 
gard to them, and have no complicity with 
them whatever. If we knew of their ap- 
proaches we would give the necessary inform- 
al ion; but their approaches are kept hid Irom 
us. If the great military arm of the 8tate is 
not s troDg enough to keep them out, iu the 
name of all that is just, how can we, unarm- 
ed as we are, and unorganized, prevent them? 
We are thus, by this military tribunal, ad- 
judged to be accomplices of thtse thieving 
t)ands, and are without trial branded as par- 
tieeps criminis, which, if true, 6bonld hang 
the last one of u*. We claim to be loyal cit- 
izens of a loyal S'.ite. We have uever lakeu 
up arms against the United States. We have 
lived in strict obedience to all the Uws of the 
State, and more than tba", have complied with 
all the unjust and unwarranted military 
orders required, of us.

After- 
wards some miserable charge is Humped up 
against than, or thev have not. take I ihe oath 
before the tifopcr officer, or from some cause 
or other, they are agaiu arres ed, lateen to 
Camp Ctase, or tome other point, 
lorcibly detained from miking their appear- 
ance to answer the charge prefei i\d, their 
oonds are taken as iorteiled, aud the mouey 
collected Irom their eureiies. In some cases, 
and, in tact, in nearly all, the parlies have 
conducted themeelvts as quiet, law ubiding 
citizens, in compliance with their oa;hs, and 
have teen agaiu arrested without cause and 
the bonds forfjiteJ. I am informed that in 
Caldw* 11 county a bond fer $7,000 w is taken 
as forfeited by a citizm, who was a second 
time arrested to answer tae same old charges. 
In »ur county a young man took the oath and 
gave bond on tho 4th of D cemoer, 1863. to 
Lieutenant Colonel Hester, Forty eigh h Ken- 
tucky regiment. He afterwards gave two 
bonds to the Commonwealth to arswer cer- 
tain charges in IheCaldweil and Lyon Circuit 
Conns. Oj the 25.h of December he was ar- 
rested under the plea that Col. He6ter had no 
authority to administer the oath, and takes 
th.' bond. If he is detiiaed as a prisoner, 1 
suppose his bonds to the Commonwea'th will 
be forfeited. He behaved himself in a proper 
maaner, fully compiled with his oath, and 
gave no provocation whatever for his arrest 
Nevertheless his bonds will be taken as lor- 
feiled. Such a proceeding is outrageous 
wretched evil, an act of monstrous itjustice, 
aud ought to be immtdiite y iemed?e.i. 

The truth Is, cases of hardship and rank in- 
justice are occurring every day, and iu all our 
courts, in relercnce to the forfeiture of oonds. 
In some cases the principals are, and have 
been, in the rebel armies ever since the war 
commenced, and cannot return, n other 
cases ttuy are delaiucd ts prisoners by the 
Government of tbe United Slates.

Jointed Steamships. 

One of those curious jointed iron steam 
vessels, which are asserted to possess euch 
great advantages for coasting and itlind 
traffic purposes over the ordinary screw 
steamers, is now lying off the pier at Hunger- 
ford bridge. Except htr great length and 
narrowness, there is nothing very peculiar in 
her outward aspect; but the singular ex'remes 
of these dimension*, in a vessel of such 
light drauabt, at once attract attention. Still 
more curious, however, is her app*-aranee 
when the swell of ■ rlier steamer reaclus her, 
when the joints come into action, and tha 
whole ot the long hull undulates la a snaky 
sort of fashion, so unlike the steady rls- and 
fill ot common ships, thit, at. th<* first 'lance 
the Connector, as th* ship U c tiled/ s«i-inii 
coming to pieces. She H»t:ms,ia truth, as if 
her back was broken in many places, which 
is actually the fact, though, in the ci*e of 
this small steamer, the divisions in her length 
are the new p*taefc)lai r.f ton^tr action , »k« 
advantages of which she i« built to illustrate, 
as her builders hope to develop. The theory of 
the Connector steam vessel !s borrowed from 
the idea ot an ordinary train, with the engine 
or motive pow-r distinct from the rest of th© 
sections of Ihe ship, and capable of being at- 
tached to ar.y number of tortious of the ves- 
sel or joints. The 9tramer at Hangerford 
Is built In four Joints, each joint beirg a 
perfect wrought-iron portion of the Con- 
nector's hull, and capable, of being fitted to 
or disconnected from the r?st of the ship 
with tte most porfett ta?e and in the space 
ef a few seconds almost. Every sec:!on 
has a rough sort of bow and stem of its own, 
so as to enable it, when detached, to be 
moved by sails easily in the water, all except 
tbe last section or joint, which, as eoMalvas 
the motive power, the engine and screw, is, 
of course, properly shaped. As regards the 
stem, though the bows are the same as the 
o.her joints, the join's theraselv. ;, by which 
the ditf -rent parts are bohed tog.-ther, are 
very powerful, and move easily, allowing the 
different sections to rise and fall with the 
slightest motion of the water. The inventor 
ol this rather singular vessel is of opinion 
that ■ proper connector ship should consist of 
in all ten parts, nine for cargo and oae lor 
motive power, the latter always to be at sea 
with three sections filled wi.h cargo — ibree 
sections, In fact, being fill :d with c».-go and 
thr»e discharging, so that trie -*Tmn TTTTI 
section itself need never be idle. Arcord- 
iag to this theory, it i» contended that 
the capital sunk iu the cost cf strain inaohin- 
eryneed never be in a manner u>- !e?s while 
the vessel Is waiting to receive her argo. But 
the chief cost of steam power tor v: -sols is 
the luel and the wear and teir of engines, 
neither of which would be in the least degree 
diminished by keeping th- machinery con- 
stantly going. It is stateu that th>- vessel now 
at Hungerford has beea severely tested in 
a seaway, and found to answer so well as to 
justify larger sbi. s being built on the same 
principle. Of this we cm say t othirg, 
beyond that such a result is very Af- 
ferent from what one would expect 
from the appearance of ihe ship and the 
manner in which she would be perfectly 
certain to work in a really heavy sea. For the 
navigation ot inland rivers the priueip!? r,vins 
much better adapted, though here aga'n the 
" great length of a connector vessel would hard- 
ly permit of her being turned and shitted ov r 
■ the rapid manner which is so t-.c;ssary in 
inland rivers having a strong tideway. Their 
great length and light draugnt must undoubt- 
edly et able such ships lo attain a high speed 
and carry great burdens into vrry shallow wa- 
ters. These merits ihe new principles possess , 
but their claims to other and more important 
advantages must be long.-r and m >re tnlly 
proved than ihey have yet been b ifore ei her 
merchants or builders will adopt j inted 
steamships in preference to :ho»e bow made.

Reporter Missocri Repi"blican— On yesterdav 
morning, the 3;st ult., at half-past 7 a. m., we left 
New Madrid, Missouri, bound for Memphis. At 
that hour it was raining; at half-past 8 it commen- 
ced snowing; at hilf-past !• it commenced freezing, 
with high wind; by half-palf 10 the wind became 
so furious that we* saw that it would be impossible 
to keep from being blown ashore. I stood on deck 
all of this time, ana had the boat held quartering 
lo the wind until we had blown within three hun 
drcd feet of the Missouri shore. At this point we 
cast uuchor, and were fortunate enoaga to have a 
good anchor and a good chain. The storm held us 
>tern up stream for twenty-fou." hours. After the 
anchor was made fust and the excitement was over 
with me, 1 started for tbe cabin. At this moment 
I t'.'Uti'l that my clothes, my face and hair were one 
solid e ke of ice. But this was but of little im- 
portance to me, as the boat was vet surging like a 
mad bull or a wounded tiger, and the temperature 
growing colder and colder. The wiud had now a 
fair aad unmolested sweep of over ten miles at us. 
We hid fears of being toru loose from our anchor- 
age, so we kept up steutn all the time. But now 
for a proof of the intensity of the cold. Our ma- 
chinery is so arranged that the engines exhaust the 
steam into the chimneys, but before tbe steam 
would or could reach the chimneys it all t&rned 
into water (being condensed), then the water would 
run down over the breeching and over the fire- 
doors. In doing this it froze, and cakes of ice as 
large as a man's body made in the breeching, and 
iceberges seven feet long by ten inches thick, 
closed up the fire doors. All this time it was 
grown g colder and colder. During the night ou - 
starboa d engine froze up and bursted the head 
out. The stand pipes that stand under the boiler, 
and are at all times tilled with hot water, froze np 
and bursted. On Friilay morning. January 1st, the 
weathtr became calm, but the cold was intense. 
The fo would (re*M and turn into frost, and blow- 
as thick as snow; and would stick to everything it 
touched. Now, for a beautiful sight; an iceber 
in the Mississippi river. The chimneys stood like 
pyramids of tine snow. Each guy rod was from 
four to six inches in diameter, and not a break or 
dark spot to be seen on any part of the boat, as 
this frort penetrated every part of the deck room 
and every air hole about the cabin It would have

been impossible for a man to have lived ouc hour 
on the fort-castle of the boat. At Caruthersville-. 
five- miles below us, the thermometer rtood twen- 
ty-two b low zero, and at the point where we were 
exposed to the blast, with a ten mile sweep, it 
certainly natis: have been forty degrees below 
zero. 

On ■ plantation near whore we lay; every he>g on 
tiie place froze to death, and a great many cattle. 
Tiie ice is now fast making around it-: it froze 
duriiig the night solid, from our bout to the shore, 
ucistauce of .'WO feet; but thank heaven, we are- 
all safe, encemore. Suffering will certainly be no 
nam j f jrthe intense distress that will be 
u;ion the people of lb 
cannot be had.

Gen. Mason. His command consisted of 300 
infantry and 150 cavalry, and embarked from 
Point Lookout on tbe 12th. The command 
to Warsaw Court-house, Richmond 
inty, captured au 1 destroyed a large quan- 
tity of pork and bacon, collected there by the 
rebel government, captured a rebel Major and 
several other prisoners and destroyed grain, 
&c From Warsiw they proceeded to Union 
Wharf, on the Rappahannock, and communi- 
cated with the gutiboais. They then moved 
the river, crossed Farnham's creek and 
, a large bridge. Some skirmishing oc- 
curred at this point with rebel cavalry. 

Tbe next morning they marched for Little 
Waltham and destroyed a quantity of grain 
and other produce, and after a slight skirmish 
with a small bsdy of rebel cavalry, tbey moved 
on to Lancaster Courthouse where tbe main 
command halted, and Lieutenant Dickson, of 
tbe Filth Cavalry, was sent to Rillinock, 10 
miles distant, and from that point a detach- 
ment was sent out which burned sn extensive 
tannery and a large amount of leather, hides, 
machinery, oil, &c. Tnat night the command 
marched to a point on the Wycomico rivet, 
where tbey expected to meet an infantry 
force and gunboats. On tbe 14:b they moved 
np tbe Wycomico and returned to Point Look- 
out after an absence of three days. Only one 
man was killed. Twenty live prisoners were 
1 60 horses and mules, 05 bead ot 
106 sheep were captured.
